_ How strangely some men appear to exer- 
cise their reason, (if it can be called reason.) 
They advocate in one breath what in the 
very next they repudiate. Ina long article 
which we discover in the Oakland News, 
the editor says that it is necessary to re-or- 
ganize the Union party to secure the 
objects for which the war was fought, and 
to preserve the trophies of victory secured 
in the war with rebellion, and further asks 
this question: “If the principles of the

. We desire to ask this editor, what distinc- 
tive principle has the Union Party, now? 
What principle or plank of the National 
platform looked beyond the war? For what 
purpose was the Union party created? Was 
it not to preserve the Union as created by 
our Fathers?

We had 
tather thought it was to preserve the Union, 
and the Constitutional rights of the citizens, 
and yet a few, a very few journals through 
out the State, class all who will not bow 
the knee to the radicalism of such men as 
Sumner and Chase, as turning Copperheads. 
Let us understand these men. Let the Un- 
ion party get an idea of what they are work- 
ing for, and they will be left so far in the 
minority as to be formidable only in their 
utter insignificance. 

Some of these journals have even gone so 
far as to class the President with the Cop- 
perheads. -The American Flag does so, out 
and out. The Appeal comes very close 
to it, and so does the Oakland News.
